Tanſwere that the 4ms- 
monites and Moabites were allo of the 
kindred of 1/rael: yea, the Edowmites, 
and 1/malites, of the linage of Abre- 
bam, alwell as the 1ſrachtes them» 
ſelues : yer when they ioined with 
them that ſoughe the deftrnion of 
the Church ; thecurſes of the Pro+

people, and rheir poſſe ſions, how much 
the rather, doth hee it againſt ſuch as 
with greater fury and impicty afflict 
his more peculiar and choſen ſcr- 
uants , his Cleargy, his Zenzres; his 
firſt borne ? Againſt theſe fay , thar 
torbcare not to violate the things 
more deare vnto him. : His Tem- 
ple , his Oracle , his holy myſteries, 
that 1s , things belonging to his 
honour and diuinc leruice, things 
and 
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and meanes, ordained to the propa» 
gation of his bleſſed word ? For this 
is checonſequence of deſtroying our 
Churches : thiz killerth the bird inthe 
ſhel: and to a perlon offending in this 
nature, wrote I my Bookc. 

By like rcaſon, ic may alſo be ſaid; 
that this P/alwe was framed againſt 
Heathens and Infidels ,( which in 0+ 
pen hoſtility affailed the Church & 
people of God with fire and (ivord) 
not againſt ſuch as be our owne bre- 
thren,& of the family of che Church, 
cthongh ( in ſome ſort) they docin- 
iury vato it. Tanſwere that che 4m- 
monites and Moabites were allo of the 
kindred of 1/rae!: yea, the Edomites, 
and 1/malites, of the linage of Abra- 
han, alwell as the 7ſraelttes them- 
{clacs : yer when they toincd with 
them that ſought the deſtruction of 
the Church ; thecurſes of the Pro-

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hve 9phet went as fr cely and as hercely 
agar tt them asthe reſt. Yo if our 
Cigcch be ſp otled by her brethren, 
her children o! «11 ,dred,the icnrence

al:o more iuſtly and ecteruedly by 
the iudgement of the Prophet , who 
accounteth thetreachcry of a familizry 
friend muc'i more intollerable then 
the wiolence of wn open Enemy.

To conclude, becauſethe neweſt things 
are moſt acceprable with many, The laft 
0 Man 
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man that hath written vpon the Plater, 
Lorin a Icluir; (and therefore I will not 
preſſe his authority )yet to doc him right, 
very well elteemed amongſt great Clarks 
of our owne Church for much good lear- 
ning (though i in mattcrs of controucrlie, 
full enough of Romiſh levin ) re citeth 
ſome-what more bricfly the tormer in- 
terpretations of Petrus Damianus, Huzo 
Carginalts and TohnV italis, and approving 
thoſe their app!i Ications, putreththem {till 
on intothe world , as truly conſonant to 
- thetenor of the Plalme , which notwith- 
ſtanding I doubt not hath alſo many other 
expolitions, as herbes haue vſually divers 
vertuesand operations, But thus the eldeſt 
and neweſt expoſitors are wholly for mee, 
many allo (& of the beſt of thE)of the mid- 
dleages,noncthat I know againſt me. For 
although Maſculus, Bacer,Calnin, Marlorat, 
Mollerys, expound this Pialme hiſtorically
